The Board of Supervisors of the County of Tuolumne, State of California, met in
regular session on the foregoing date with Supervisors: Richard H. Pland, Chair,
Randell A. Hanvelt, Vice Chair; Elizabeth Bass, Evan Royce, and John L. Gray,
being present. Also present were County Administrator Craig L. Pedro; Sarah
Carrillo, Acting County Counsel; and Alicia L. Jamar, Chief Deputy Clerk of the
Board.

Absent: Supervisor Liz Bass
Chair Pland led the Pledge of Allegiance.

Ron Ringen addressed the Board on Pinecrest Lake levels concerns.

Pete Kampa, General Manager of Tuolumne Utilities District (TUD), addressed the
Board on Integrated Regional Water Management (IRWM).

Supervisor Hanvelt addressed the Board and announced the Sounds of the
Seasons presented by the Columbia Community College Choir.

On motion of Supervisor Gray, seconded by Supervisor Hanvelt, the following
items on the Consent Calendar were approved by 4-0 vote with Supervisor Bass
being absent.

Amending Chapter 3.40 of the Tuolumne County Ordinance Code by adding fees
for legal description review, parcel map waiver, and variance in § 3.40.01(P),
adding a new § 3.40.040(f) to establish waivers of fees for applications to rescind,
amend, or revise approved land development entitlements, and add a new §
3.40.040(G) to establish a 50% waiver of the fee under § 3.40.010(P)(35) when
an application for a variance is submitted concurrently with an application ofr a
tentative variance is submitted concurrently with an application for a tentative
parcel or tentative subdivision map.

Public hearing was declared open to consider establishing rates for disposal of
solid waste at the Cal Sierra Transfer Station, the Pinecrest Transfer Station and
the Cal Sierra Earth Resource Facility including an increase of 1.74% on the
tipping fee for Franchisee and Permittees, increases in other disposal fees at the
Cal Sierra Transfer Station ranging from 2.11%to 10%, increases in disposal fees
at the Pinecrest Transfer Station ranging from $2.50 to $4.00, increases in
disposal fees at the Earth Resource Facility ranging from $1.00 to $5.00 and
raising the minimum charge from 1/2 cubic yard to 1 cubic yard.

$2.50 to $4.00.

Public hearing was declared open to consider: 1) establishing rates for collection
of solid waste in Franchise Areas 1 and 2 for Cal Sierra Disposal, Inc. pursuant
to Section 7.28.030 of the Tuolumne County Ordinance Code including a 2.64%
increase in response to the consumer price index, a pass through of the increase
in the franchise and permitted hauler tipping fee at the Cal Sierra Transfer Station
of $0.45 to residential and commercial cart and bin rates and a $1.55 per ton
increase on roll-off container rate and an increase in the pre-paid bag rate from
$7.00 to $7.25; 2) establishing rates for collection of solid waste in Franchise
Area 3 for Burns Refuse Service, Inc. pursuant to Section 7.28.030 of the
Tuolumne County Ordinance Code including a 2.64% increase in response to the
consumer price index, a 1.5 % pass through on the rates affected by the 1.74%
increase in the Franchisee and Permittee tipping fees at the Cat Sierra Transfer
Station, an increase in the extra container rates ranging from $0.99 to $2.27, and
establishing new rates for commercial commingled recycling bin service; and 3)
establishing rates for collection of solid waste in Franchise Area 4 for Moore Bros.
Scavenger Co., Inc. pursuant to Section 7.28.030 of the Tuolumne County
Ordinance Code including a 2.64% increase in response to the consumer price
index, an increase in the pre-paid bag rate from $6.00 to $6.25 and a correction
of a clerical error.
